Committee secretaries, as well as ordinary members, are resigning, 
fhe Central Committee has therefore resolved to name an exhortation brigade, 
composed of able ^arty members and girls. These groups are to tour the country 
speaking to labor unions and other organizations and telling frkrty affiliates 
that they will receive more benefits from the $irty and the government than 
have been obtained in the past.
